Both macadam and concrete pave- 
ments will be tried out, all roads to 
be 16 ft. wide with two additional 
feet of oiled dirt shoulders. Of the 
30.55 miles to be started at once, 
4.85 miles are covered with macad- 
am specifications and 25.7 miles for 
concrete - pavement. Bids for the 
contract work’ will be advertised for 
next week.

A MAN OUT OF WORK 

A Chicago evening paper recently 
contained well-written communica- 
tion from young man who gave 
his full and street number, 
as an of good faith, and 
who described the harrowing ex- 
periences he had undergone while 
seeking work, j 

He seemed to be really anxious to 
secure employment of some sort, and 
he was not fastdious as to the sort; 
anything that would bring in a few 
pieces-of-eight was good enough for 
him; but all his striving was in vain; 
all doors were closed against him, 
and at the heur of writing his com- 
jmunication he was deep in the 
slough of despond. In three weeks 
he had been able to secure but one 
job, and that was at shoveling snow, 
and the reward was small. 

He explained incidentally that he 
had been brougbt up on a farm, and 
was strong and energetic, and could 
cut a wide swath wherever unskilled 
manual labor was in demand, but he 
didn’t explain why he left the farm 
to battle for existence in a large 
city, where agricultural operations 
are confined to raising geraniums in

flower pots. The demand for hay- 
makers in Chicago is always light. 
This young man who writes so 


plaintively of his misfortunes is in 
line with tens of thousands of other 
young men in this country; he never 
learned a trade or qualified himself 
for any special work. Depending 
upon his muscles he went to Chi- 
cago by that sign to conquer, and 
found that brawn is cheap com- 
modity there, as it is in other cities. 
It is a good thing in draft horses, 
but the man who has no other capi- 
tal has to compete with all the im-

ported cheap labor of Europe, and 
has to sell at whatever price he 
ean get. 


Had the young man learned to do 
one thing well; had he appeared in 
Chicago as a carpenter, a stone ma- 
son, a linotype operator, painter, 
or in any one of a score of capaci- 
ties requiring skill, it would not 
have been necessary to wear out the 
pavements hunting for work. There 
is little chance in the world for 
jack-of-all-trades, or the jack-of-no- 
trade, But there is always a golden 
opportunity for the man who has 
learned to do something well. 

The ‘breadlines and the armies of 
unemployed in the big cities are 
made up of men who learned no 
trades, who never excelled in any- 
thing, but were content with the low 
average of unskilled labor. You 
may see every day—and it is a sad 
sight—old, old men doing hard, 
grinding work for wretched wages, 
because they learned no trade when 
they were young. The unemployed 
are always clamoring for work as a 
right, but it is not always possible 
to create employment for them; 
there is nothing worth while that 
they can do, 

There is a lesson in all this that 
should be remembered by every 
parent of growing boys.—Ex.

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CITRUS EXPERIMENT ‘STATION 
AS AID TO GREAT INDUSTRY. | 








Dr, H. J. Webber, Director of Cit- 
rus Experiment Station,- in Riverside 
Press: At the present time only a 
very general statement can be given 
regarding the investigations to be 
pursued at the new citrus experi- 
ment station. _The problems of the 
a general way are those 
connected with the growing of trop- 





lical and sub-tropical crops in an arid 


region under irrigation. California 
agriculture is still in the pioneering 
stage, and on every hand growers 
are confronted with problems on 
which no exact information can be 
obtained. Our citizens in large 
measure were reared and educated 
in the humid regions of the eastern 
United States, and here are con- 
fronted with conditions and crops 
that are entirely new to them. In 
no old and highly civilized region of 
the world do similar agricultural 
conditions exist, and there is no re- 
gion, therefore, from which we can 
derive information directly applica- 
ble to our agriculture. Suggestions 
and hints we can, of course, obtain 
but these must be tried out before 
their general application can be ad- 
vised in California. Under these con- 
ditions it is surprising how rapidly 
California agriculture has advanced 
and how uniformly successful our 
agriculturists have been. 

What is most desired in Southern 
California as we understand condi- 
tions is to determine the optimum 
conditions of growth for various of 
our most important crops. We want! 
to know the optimum amount of wa- | 
ter demanded to produce the besi| 
results, and coupled with this prob- 
lem is that of application and time} 
of application. We want to know the 
best fertilizer to apply, how much to 
apply, and when and how to apply it. 
We want, also, to know the best 
methods of cultivation, pruning, and 
the like. It is of the highest im- 
portance for us to cultivate, irrigate, 


|manure and prune our trees in such 
ja way as to give the optimum condi- 


tions for growth and production. The 
improper handling of a crop in any 
way is certain to result in some dam- | 


; age, even though that damage is so 


slight as to be unrecognizable. If 
several of our methods are improper 
the crop may be seriously injured 
and in a perennial crop, such as the 
citrus industry, the cumulative effect 
of bad methods may easily result in 
total failure. 

Taking the citrus industry as an 
illustration, since it is the primary 
industry of Southern California, the 
following experiments will be started 
at the earliest possible date: 


1, Fertilizer Experiments—In this 
series of experiments, which will be 
planned with the greatest possible 
care, it is hoped to discover the rela- 
tive importance of the various ele- 
ments of plant food, such ag _ nitro- 
gen, phosphorus, potassium, and the 
like, and the best and most econom- 
ical form in which to apply these ele- 
ments. A special study will also be 
made of the importance of such ele- 
ments of plant food as calcium 
(lime), magnesium, iron, sulphur and 
the like, which are necessary ele- 
for plant growth, but which 
do not ordinarily need to be applied 
as fertilizers, owing to their pres- 
ence in most soils in sufficient quan- 
tity to supply plant needs. In the de- 
termination of the best sources from| 
which to derive thé different ele- 
ments, as for instance nitrogen, 
trials will be made of nitrate of soda, 
nitrate of lime, sulphur of ammo- 
nia, manure, blood, alfalfa hay, bean 
straw, and various cover-crops. 


2. trrigation Experiments — Thesc 
experiments will include compara- 
tive trials of the various systems of 
applying water, such as the furrow 
System, basin system, overhead irri- 
gation and_ subirrigation. Coupled 
with these trials of various systems, 
experiments will also be made with 
each method in the use of different 
quantities of water at different in- 
tervals of application. 

3. Cultivation Experiments—In this 
Series of experiments trials will be 
made of different methods of culti- 





vation, such as deep and _ shallow 
plowing, mulching, cover-crops for 
winter and summer use, frequency 


of harrowing, effect of various meth- 
ods on the formation of plow-sole, 
water absorption and the like. 

4. Pruning Experiments—This will 
include trials of the various methods 
of pruning, beginning with young 
trees and continuing the same policy 
during a series of years, to discover 
if possible the fundamental princi- 
ples best to apply in the treatment 
of different varieties. 

In the four series of experiments 
above outlined that are planned to

solve fundamental principles of cit- 
rus culture, the trees used will be 
selected stocks and selected buds to 
insure as great a uniformity as pos- 
sible in this respect. These experi- 
mental fields, if properly planned, 
will become great field laboratories, 
where different natural forces are 
reacting on the plants during long 
periods of time. Here the chemist 
and bacteriologist can determine the 
action of the different treatments on 
the bacterial flora of the soil and ni- 
trification, the effect on the cullu- 
lose-destroying bacteria and the 
formation of humus, the gradual 
building up or destruction, as_ the 
case may be, of the richness of the 
soil, and similar problems. Here the 
soil physicist can determine the ef- 
fect of various treatments and ma- 
nures on the physics of the soil and 
their water-holding and water-pene- 
trating properties. Here the plant 
physiologists and“ chemists may 
study the effect of the various treat- 
ments and chemicals on the plants 
themselves, on the yield and quality 
of the fruit, dn the rapidity of 
growth, on the sugar and acid con- 
tent of the fruit and hosts of other 
important problems. 

Here the pathologists and _ ento- 
mologists determine the effects of 
various cultural and manural treat- 
ments on the infection and spread 
Out of such ex- 


time, knowledge that will lead to the 
establishment of permanent methods 
of cultivation, irrigation, manuring, 


|and pruning, methods recognized as 


standard or proven. 

5. Tests of Varieties—While the 
varieties of citrus fruits now grown 
may be entirely setisfactory, it 
would be very surprising if we had 


reached the highest perfection pos- 
sible. All of the varieties of the 
world should be obtained and test- 


ed, so that we may be sure that we 
have the best. California, as the 
largest citrus producing country of the 
world, should have the largest col- 
lection of varieties under trial, Al- 
ready a collection of some 200 differ- 
ent types ‘has been secured from 
various parts of the world and will 
form the nucleus of a citrus variety 
orchard. It is expected that ulti- 
mately this will furnish material for 
a monograph of the citrus varieties. 

6. Breeding Experiments — Doubt- 
less improved varieties of citrus 
fruits can be obtained and experi. 
ments in this direction have been 
started that will be greatly enlarged 
as opportunity permits. 


7. Stock Experiments—It is highly 
important that more exact knowledge 
be obtained regarding the effect of 
various stocks, and a _ carefully 
planned experiment of this kind will 
be started at an early date. 

8 Experiments on the Control of 
Diseases—The study of diseases and 
their control is already well under 
yay. The nature of this work neces- 
sitates that the investigations be car- 
ried on at various places where the 
diseases are found, and will thus not 
be conducted on the experiment. sta- 
tion farm to any extent. 

‘The above outline of the experi- 
ments planned with citrus fruits in- 
dicates the nature of the investiga- 
tions to be conducted. Similar ex- 
periments should be taken up as 
early as possible with walnuts, ol- 
ives and other important crops. “ The 
Browing. of new crops of tropical na- 
ture, such as avocados, mangos, 
guavas, and the like, will be given as 
much attention as possible. 

The important problems confront- 
ing the new station are so numerous 
and many of them are so difficult, as 
to be almost confusing. However, 
with the liberal support of the State 
investigators, 
combined with the support and co- 
operation of the ‘growers, a _ bright 
future appears to lie before the sta- 
tion, & future of valuable service to 
the State and to the people.
